IT was mid-January, 19-13, when 
•*• General Eisenhoxvcr suddenly 
appeared in Kansas. He had left 
North Africa and come to "Wash- 
ington. No hint was given of his 
coming. After a few days in the 
capital', consulting with the Gen- 
eral Staff, he took an inconspicu- 
ous car with a driver and went to 
West Point to sec his son and only 
child, John, cadet in the Academy. 


Driving into the giounds, he 


parked the car under an overpass 
and slipped into the commandant's 
office. A call was sent to John to 
come immediately to the oflke. 
Young Eisenhower was in overalls 
in the machine shop, his hands and 
face discolored with grease. The 
order was to come as he was: and 
hc did. 


His surprise can be imagined 


when he saw his father, who, hc 
thought, was in North 
Africa, 


standing there. After a visit the 
General drove back to Washington 
undiscovered. 
A few days later 


he appeared in Kansas, greeting 
his younger brother. President 
Milton S. Eisenhower, of Kans.is 
State College, at Manhattan, forty 
miles cast of Abilene. 


He arrived at Fort Rilcy on a 


plane at dusk and sent word ahead. 
With only a driver hc went to 
Manhattan, where his mother and 
an elder brother, A. S. Eisen- 
hower, vice president of the Com- 
merce Trust Company, Kansas 
City, and his brother, Milton, 
awaited him. The dinner was em- 
bellished by favorite food's, in- 
cluding the well-known Pennsyl- 
vania 
"puddin" brought 
from 


home by his mother. An evening 
of visiting followed. In the con- 
versation the matter of a soldier's 
responsibility 
under 
shock 
or 


weariness came up and the Gen- 
eral told of an experience in North 
Africa never before related. 


Hc had gone farther to the front 


than was wise and was in danger 
of being surrounded by the Axis 
troops. In a jeep loaded with ex- 
tra gasoline hc and an orderly 
started hurriedly on a far course 
over the desert. Driving for hours 
and hours, making a wide detour 
to get back to camp, they took 
turns at the wheel. The orderly 
was at. the wheel when the Gener- 
al went to sleep: and probably the 
driver did also. 
Suddenly they 


found the jeep ofl the road and 
partly overturned in a ditch. Nei- 
ther was hurt. After a long strug- 
gle the machine was righted and 
they could proceed. 


''What did you do to the orderly 


lor going lo sleep?" he was asked. 


"Do? Poor chap, when we re- 


turned I sent him to the hospital 
to sleep to his heart's content."

Is Accomplished

New York—The first artificial 


fertilization 
of 
human ova, or 


eggs, in a glass test lube, entire- 
ly outside the bodies of the moth- 
ers and fathers. Is announced to- 
day in the Journal Science. 


Although tills Is technically the 


first 
actual step in test 
tube 


babies which for years have been 
rumored in laboratories, the ex- 
periments indicate absolutely no 
way to produce babies artificially. 


They ore a medical study of the 


very first steps of human co"ncep- 
tion. 
Two of these human CKJJS 


divided, each into two cells, and 
a third divided further into three 
cells. 


These early steps are impossible 


to observe in life. The .test tube 
technique makes them visible for 
the 
first 
time 
Everything- in 


this study \vtis done under the 
eye of a microscope, with photo- 
graphic attachments which made 
permanent records. 


One special'purpose of the study 


was to get information on. the 
rather baffling problem of human 
sterility. 


The work is reported by John 


Rock and Miriam K. Mcnkin of 
the Department of Cynccology. 
Harvard Medical school, and the 
Fertility Clinic laboratory. Free 
Hospital for Women. Biookline. 
Mass. 


Bv-I'rwliict of Surgery 


The human ova were obtained 


from women in their thirties, dur- 
ing surgical operations In which 
finding and recovery of these eggs 
was a by-product.' 
Out- woman 


yielded 13 eggs. The Harvard sci- 
entists worked six years before 
they were nble successfully to ini- 
tiate the first steps in conception. 


One of the early difficulties was 


keeping the human eggs alive long 
enough. 
Numerous 
techniques 


were tried. One that worked well 
was keeping- them in scrum taken 
from the mother herself. 
; 


Another problem was how long 


the male sperms had to be in con- 
tact with the egg or its: imme- 
diately surrounding tissues before 
fertilization occurred. .In the suc- 
cessful cases, this 'contact lasted 
about one.hour. 


During that time the micro- 


scope'showed the. sperms in great 
activity, 
clustering 
around 
the 


ovum, 
and 
making their way 


through layers of tissue that nor- 
mally enclose the human egg.
